Assist  In  English 

Miss  Ruth  Lowery  of  Fort  Collins, 
Colorado,  has  been  secured  by  tlio  col¬ 
lege  to  fill  tl^e  vacancy  in  the  English 
Department,  caused  by  the  resigna¬ 
tion  of  Miss  Winn.  For  the  past  five 
years  Miss  Lowery  has  been  teaching 
English  in  the  Bast  Side  High  School, 
Salt  Lake  City,  Utah.  Previous  to  this 
she  taught  tor  a  number  of  years  In 
the  English  Department  of  the  high 
school  at  Monte  Vista,  Colorado.  For 
three  summer  terms  she  had  charge 
of  part  of  the  English  work  at  the 
State  Teachers  College,  Greeley,  Colo¬ 
rado.  \  ' 

Mias  Lowery  spent  the  early  part  of 
her  life  on  a  cattle  ranch,  near  Fort 
Collins,  where  her  parents  had  mov¬ 
ed  as  pioneers  to  the  western  state. 
Due  to  the  fact  that,  school  was  in 
session  but  two  months  during  the 
year,  much  of  her  early  educational 
training  was  received  through  the  In¬ 
struction  of  private  teachers  who 
came  to  her  home. 

Later  she  attended  high  school  at 
Fort  Collins.  She  then  entered  the 
State  Teachers  College,  at  Greeley, 
Colorado,/  where  she  secured  a 
scholarship.  She  took  her  A.  B.  de¬ 
gree- from  this  college.  She  took  her 
M.  A.  degree  from  Chicago  University 
in  1920.  Miss  Lowery  wrote  her  Mus¬ 
ter’s  thesis  on  a  subject  chosen  from 
the  American  Literature  field. 

When  questioned  as  to  her  hobbies, 
■Miss  Lowery  immediately  answered, 
“Tennis,  reading,  and  music.  But  of 
course  since  I  am  from  the  west,  1 
am  fond  of  all  of  the  out-of-door  sports 
and  games.” 

During  the  winter  quarter,  Miss 
Lowery  will  have  charge  of  English 
10,  and  two  classes  of  English  IG. 
Miss  Dykes  has  charge  of  the  Journal¬ 
ism  and  the  History  of  English  Lan¬ 
guage  classes.  Contemporary  Drama 
will  be  taught  during  the  winter  quar¬ 
ter  by  Miss  Painter.  Miss'  Bowman 
continues  with  her  regular  work.

Former  Student  Dies 

.  Many  alumni  and  former  students 
of  S.  T.  C.,  will  be  grieved  tp  learn  of 
the  death,  November  22,  of  Chloe  Lee 
Power,  a  former  student  of  this  school. 

Miss  Power  was  born  at  Princeton, 
Missouri  and  was  graduated  from  the 
high  school  at  that  place.  Since  at- 
tonding^S.  T.  C.,  she  has  taken  work 
ut  the  W.  M.  U.  Training  school  at 
Louisville,  Kentucky,  graduating  from 
that  institution*  last  May.  She  was  on 
her  way  to  Chlpa  to  serve  -as  a  for¬ 
eign  missionary  when  death  came. 


The  College  as  a  unit  conducted  a 
sale  of  Christmas  seals  for  the  Tu¬ 
berculosis  Association.  The  work  hero 
was  in  charge  of  Miss  Manley  and 
her  class  in  gb-l  scouting.  So  efficient¬ 
ly  .managed  was  the  sale  that  the  pro¬ 
ceeds  amounted' to  about  twice  as 
much  as  in  former  years.  The  net 
amount  of  the  sale  of.  Christmas  seals 
to  students  and  faculty  ^as  $61,72. 

To  add  a  spirit  of  rivalry  the  class 
was  divided  into  five  patrols.  Patrol 
I  succeeded  in  selling  the  most  seals 
with  Patrol  111  coming  in  as  second. 
The  girls  in  Patrol  I,  with  Lettie  Wag- 
enhlust  as  leader,  were  as  follows:

A  prize,  in  the  form  of  a  pennant 
was  offered  to  the  group  of  'girls  sell 
Ing  the  most  seals.- The  group  of  girls 
who  won  it  instead  of  having  the  pen¬ 
nant  awarded  them,  showed  a  fine 
spirit  by  requesting,  that  the  money 
for  the  pennant  be  left  in  the  fund. 

Since  Nodaway  County  has  a  local 
organization  it  Is  privileged  to  keep 
half  the  proceeds  of  the  Christmas 
seal  sale.  Much  credit  is  due  Mr. 
Phillips  and  Mr.  Cooper  of  the  Col¬ 
lege,  and  Mr.  Leslie  Somerville,  coun¬ 
ty  superintendent,  for  their  work  in 
organizing  the  county.  They  servo  on 
the  county  board  and  Mr.  Phillii)s  is  a 
state  director  of  the  Missouri  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Association. 

Tliolina  Ijrown,  who  is  doing  practice 
teaching  iu  the  first  and  second  grades, 
is  working  out  a  project  on  tho  .diffor- 
ont  niudes  of  living.  Thu  liousus  woro 
domitod  by  Miss  Fisher’s  bund  work 
class.  All  subjects  are  corrolatod  in 
tlio  plan,' which  will  take  the  littlo 
folks  two  weeks  to-  complete. 


At  the  first  assembly  of  1925  Dr. 
Clough  made  his  initial  appearance 
before  the  student  body.  He  gave  a 
short  talk  on  the  development  of 
physical  education.  He  outlined  the 
various  nations  of  the  past  in  promot¬ 
ing  physical  training. 

Dr.  Clough  says  that  our  present 
motives  in  the  development  of  physi¬ 
cal  education  are  the  greatest  of  all 
times.  Our  motives  are  the  corroctioii 
of  bodily  ills  and  the  training  of  our 
boys  and  girls  of  today  to  hocome 
physically  fit  citizens  of  tomorrow.

I’rosidont  Lanikin  went  to  Cblllico- 
Ibo  last  Wcdnosilay  to  apeak  at  the 
dcdicatloa  of  the  new  junior-senior 
high  school  there.  Mr.  John  R.  Kirk, 
president  ot  the  State  Teachers  Col¬ 
lege!  at  Klrksvllle,  was  also  a  speaker 
at  the  dodicalioh. 

Tho  now  junior-senior  high  school 
was  occupied  by  students  for  tho  first 
time  Monday  morning,  January  5,  1925. 
Tho  whole  community  ot  Chillicotho 
and  especially  tho  Board  of  Education 
ot  that  city  is  to  he  complimented  on 
such  a  complolo  educational  plant. 
Tho  building  alone  cost  $3(1(0,000,  and 
required  sixteen  months  for  complet¬ 
ion.  It  is  said  to  be  tho  finest  high 
school  in  northern  Missduri.  Up  to 
the  present  time  $30,000  have  been 
spent  tor  equipment  besides  what  was 
moved  from  the  old  building,  which 
is  to  be  used  as  a  grade  school. 

The  three  story  building  contains 
fifty-six  rooms  and  five  hundred  stu¬ 
dent  lockers.  The  library,  which  will 
be  in  charge  of  a  competent  librarian, 
furnished  for  a  reading  room  ac- 
commodaling  ninety  students.  The  au- 
ditorinm,  which  includes  a|  balcony, 
will  seat  twelve  hundred  people.  The 
stage,  sixty  by  eighty  feet,  will  be  us¬ 
ed  as  a  basket  Irall  court  and  gymnas¬ 
ium.  The  Home  Ecnomics  department 
consists  of  six  rooms,  the  food  labor¬ 
atory  being  finished  in  white  tile. 
There  is  also  a  splendidly  equipped 
cafeteria  which  will  be  operated  un¬ 
der  the  Home 'Economics  department. 
Grounds  are  now  being  laid  out  for 
track,  football,  and  other  athletics. 

The  teaching  staff  will  consist  ot 
about  twenty-five  teachers  for  the 
senior  high  school  and  about  six  for 
the  junior  high  school.

CHEMISTRY  AND  PHYSICS. 

Mr,  Wilson,  -in  a.  recent  Interview, 
stated  that  wltli  the  work  completed 
this  year  in  the  Physics  and  Chemis¬ 
try  departments  and  tlie  Improve- 
nieiit  program  that  is  contemplated, 
S.  Ti  0.,  will  he  able  to  offer  as  much 
in  these  two  departments  as  any  col¬ 
lege  in  the  state.  A- much  needed  hood 
with  ventilating  fun,  for  freeing  the 
laboratory  of  poisonous  and  offensive 
gases,  has  just  been  completed.  A  new 
desk  accomnipdating  twenty  students 
in  the  laboratory,  was  installed  during 
the  -  fall  term  and  is  now  being  used 
by  the  advanced  Chemistry  students. 
In  a-, short  lime  more  compartments 
are  to  be  built,  in  which  will  he  pla¬ 
ced  the  eheinicals  used  by  the  advan¬ 
ced  classes.  Part  of-  the  Chemistry 
lecture  room  is  to  be  partitioned  oft 
and  used  as  a  balanee  room. 

Mr.  Wilson  says  that  as  soon  as 
arrangements  can  be  made  new  cour¬ 
ses  will  he  offered  in  the  Chemistry 
department.  Some  of  the  courses  un¬ 
der  eonsiilerqtion  are  I’liysical  Chem¬ 
istry,  a  third  quarter  of  Organic,  Quail- 
tltqtive  Analysis,  Houselio.ld  Chemis¬ 
try,  and  Water  Analysis.  New  equip¬ 
ment  and  apparatus  is  ooiitinually  ar¬ 
riving  tor  both  the  physical  science 
departments.  Two  motor-generators 
are  now  awaiting  installation  in  tlie- 
advaiiced  Physics  laboratory.  The  cost 
of  operation  of  much  of  the  electric¬ 
al  equipment  of  the  Physics  depart¬ 
ment  was  decreased  by  the  installa¬ 
tion  of  the  school’s  own  power  plant, 
so  that  much  more  experimentation 
is.  now  possible. 

Mr.  Gardner  announces  that  a  string 
quartette  has  been  added  to  accomp¬ 
any  the  college-chorus.

ARE  WE  OETTINO  THE 
RIGHT  MEN  IN  COLLEGE? 


'  "A'ou  are  wasting  your  time  hero. 
You  might  make  good  in  your  father’s 
business  or  in  some  other  lino.  I  think 
you  linvo  ability.  But  I  advise  you  to 
got  out  of  college.” 

That  little  speech  was  made  1)y  a 
college  president  to  a  student  who  bad 
been  in  tlie  Institution  for  nearly  two 
years.  The  Institution  was  not  crowd¬ 
ed;  tlic  student  wasn’t  a  loafer,  and  he 
hadn’t  been'  spending  money  heavily 
oh  the  sideshows  of  college  life.  But 
he  had  demonstrated  that  he  was  out 
Of  place  in  the  institution;  He  could 
not  maintain  an  acceptable  standing 
in  the  intellectual  life' of  the  school. 

'  'riiere  aro  no  doubt  many  such  in 
the  colleges.  It  was  of  these  tha^t  Pres¬ 
ident  opklns'of  the  Dartmouth  college 
spoke  the  other  day  when  he  declared 
that  too  many  men  are  going  to  col¬ 


lege.  Too  many  of  the  wrong  type,  it 


iSiust-bo  said.  President  Hopkins  sa\v 
the  need  In  a  democracy  for  well  train¬ 
ed  minds,  an  “intellectual  aristocracy.” 
College  education,  he ,  said,  is  a  defi¬ 
nite  privilege,  not  a  Universal  right. 
Those  not  adapted' to  the  work  of  the 
college  should  not  be  allowed  to  hold' 
back  the  students  who  learn  readily 
from  books; 

To  tlie ’class  of  college  students  wbo 
either  are  limited  intellectually  or  who 
are  not  adapted  to  college  work,  there 
should  be  added  the  even  larger  clas¬ 
ses  who  have  no  serious  purpose  in 
the  training;  whose-  aim  is  to  attain, | 
social- status;'  to  make  '  a  -  display  of 
wealth  to  the  embarrassment  of  other 
students!  to  “go  in”  for  athletics, 
"functions”  and  the  like.  These  it  is 
difficult  to  weed  out.  Often  they  are 
able  to  “get  by’’  in  their  studies; 
their  parents  have  means  and  influ¬ 
ence;  perhaps  an  Important  financial 
relation  to  the  institution. 

Meanwhile,  the  colleges  are  crowd¬ 
ed:  their  facilities  are  limited.  Many 
who  desire  the  higher  training  and 
are -capable  are  kept  away.  Going  to 
college  ought  to  be  made  easier  for 
these.  It  ought  not  to  be.  made  harder 
tor  those  who  either  cannot. or  will 
not  thereby  confer  benefit  either  on 
tlieraselves  or  society. — Kansas  City 
Star.
